Years ago I used to send 
George E. Miles. a brilliant young reporter, (too 
brilliant to remain s») to report Beecher for the 
Tribune. Tbis conversation usually followed 
Miles’s return to the effice: Miles—How much 
space for Beecher? Night Editor—What did he 


talk about? Miles--Oh, the love of Jesus, of course. 
N. E.—One column for the love of Jesus: one page 
if he said anything about the love of Tilton. 
i have not told these stories in any irreverent 
Spirit, but solely with the purpose of giving an 
idea of Beecher ashe exis!s He is the greatest 
commoner of all the really great men I have ever 
net, Dot excepting Sherman,and he is more impres- 
sive in this charecteristic than the general because 
you are sure Beecher does notaffect it while you 
&re Lot so positive about Sherman. Beecher is 
democratic ip everything but his party affiliations, 
and is already democratic in his political princi- 
pies. There is no trouble in approaching him at 
’ny Ume, however busy he may be, and he does 
not impress you in the si'ghtest degree with any- 
thing akin toawe. On the contrary his greeting is 
So hearty that you are at once put at your ease. 
+Cu are made to feel that you are as good as he is 
and know quiteas much, His tendency to inde- 
pencence is meuifest in everything he does. His 
language would s ymeiimes korrify Lindy M urray 
and shoek the purist who car’tabide slang, even 
when itismore erpressive than the pure undee- 
dled Engush, His attire is never orthodoxin cut, 
‘S ery often threadbare and is always shabby 
Senieel, His slouch hatlisjwors on the street and 
thrown on the floor of his pulpit ‘with equal disre- 
gard of how it fits orwkere it faiis, A stranger in 
his church is pretty ept unless his bump of rever- 
enee is pretiy fully dey eicped, toleugh when the 
preacher first emerges to lew on his platform— 
there 18 DO pulpit—and “‘sbies his cestor’’ against 
the back wall, whence it falls to tke floor. His 
independence in religion recently induced him

The great charm of Beecher’s oratory is the man- 
ifest earnestnesso{ the man. His flights of elo- 
quence are accompanied by gestures and varia- 
tions of tones which no art cf the elocutionist could 
have ever taught. You see that the ideas have 
inetantly blazed up from long smouldering con- 
victions afd that their fire is the true Promethean 
spark, and not stolen either; you feel that the 


| grace of gesture is natural; the forectble and elo- 


quent expressien, however quaint, is unstudied. 
You may Hsten to his argument unconvinced of its 
truth, but you cannot observe and hear the man 
without being satisfied that he firmiy believes it is 
the truth heisspeaking. While the Congregational 
counci: in 1576 was inquiring into the charges 
agains.

Following 
is Dr. Talmage’s sermon in full:”

Strange things that have not been 
accotnted for. Sounds and sppearances that 
confoand all acousticsand all investigation.

[ think is very thin, That there ts communi- 
cat.on between this worle and arother worlé 
is certain. Spiritsdepart from this to thet 
and the Bible says ministering spirits come 
from that to this.

‘mannication between these twe worlds may

Remem- 
ber that spiritualism at the best is a useless 
thing; for if it tells what the Bible reveals it 
is a superfiuity, and if it tells what the Bible 
does not reveal itisalie. Instead of going 
out to get other people to tell your fortune, 
tell your own fortune by putting you 
trust in God and doing the best 
you can. I will tell your fortune. 
‘‘All things work together for good to them 
who love God,” Insult not your departed 
friends by asking them to cut up capers ina 
a closet or to come down and scramble under 
an extension tabiec. Remember that there is 
only one spirit whose dictation you havea 
right toinvoke and that isthe holy, blessed 
and omnipotent spirit of God. Heark! He 
is rapping now, not only on a table or the 
floor, but rapping on the door of your heart, 
and every rap is an invitation to Christ and 
a warning of judgement to come. Oh, 
grieve him not away! Quench him not. He 
has been all around you this morning; He 
was all around you last night; He bas been 
all around you all your lives. Hark! There 
comesa voice dropping through the roof, 
breaking through the window, filling all this 
house from doorto door, and from floor to 
ceiling with tender and overmastering into- 
nation, saying, ‘‘My spirit shall not always 
strive.”’

To the 
mothers present especially would I appeal for 
sympathy for our girlsin their efforts, and hearty 
co operation with them. Encourage them in their 
visiting among the poor. go with them sometimes, 
16t them feol that you think the work worth their 
doing and above all pray for them that God Himself 
‘‘raay teach them to profit.’’ 
Thursday, November 22, was perhaps the most 
notable day in the annals of the home mission. 
For a long while many of the ladies of the mission 
had thought it very desirable that we should have 
under Our control a home where shelter eould be 
given to. the shelterless, a hospital to the 
girls who could not be cared for else 
where, anaa refuge to friendless children. They 
walted and prayed for God's guidance and He, in 
November, in His good providence, opened the way 
for beginning the work. A house containing two 
rooms. 120 8. Forsyjh stree'., admirably located 
ad well adapted in many ways for the work pro 
posed was rehted November 2, by the exétuiive 
board at a cost of twenty-five dollars per month 
Thursday afternoon, November 22, witnessed the 
formal opening of Ourchurch home. Notwith- 
standing clouds and rain thirty or forty ladies were 
resent. A delightful service was conducted by 
r. Kendall. To those withoutit was only a dark, 
rainy November day—to many within the con- 
sciousness of the Invisible Presence of Him who is 
our Light imparted to the bare walls a 
heavenly radiance and filled our souls with joy as 
we joined in the hymn of praiseand prayer of con 
secration. How grateful we have since sometimes 
been for the memory of that good hour in which 
the dear Savicr made us feel that He a-cepted at 
our hands this offering of our love. Very serious 
perplexities, as you know, have arisen since 
that afternoon in regard to the 
home. Questions of expediency have prompted 
even itsciosing. But when we have remembered 
for whom our home Was opened we have simply 
been unable to close its doors. Did not our Savior 
say, ‘Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the 
least of these, my little ones, ye have done it unto 
me?'’ Could we close our doors upon him? 
Oh, let us take His words, sometimes so full of 
comfort, sometimes so full of warning, into our 
very souis to-day! They will kindle into brighter 
flames the love that at times grows so faint, they 
will give strength and zeal and comfort when 
bands are tiredaud heads are aching and hearts 
are weary, Ought we not to be inexpressibly 
grateful that it is possible to do this for Him? 
It is almost imporsible to present to you in sta- 
tistics, in names and figures, the work of the 
home. It was understood from the first, I believe, 
ourotject has pot been to provide a permanent 
home, but to give in times of need, where all other 
resources fail, the help which should 
save from despair. Consequently there 
have b2en frequent changes among 
the inmates Of the home, Eight women and 
eleven children have been received snd cared for 
during the winter. These have remained for pe- 
riods of from one week to four mouths. There are 
now six children under our care. These figures 
do not show you the patient and lovirg labor 
which our devoted matron has given to the work.

This service has been rendered 
by OUr Matron without compensation, except the 
board of her two little gir's, When other mepberi 
of her family have been teniporarily inm&ies of the 
home they have been there a& Wourders. The 
burdens of the home have fallen more heavily 
upon herthan any ene else. We are even indebted 
to her kindly lending for the use of nearly all the 
furniture in the house. Let us draw her very close 
toour.earts in tender sympathy and make her 
constantiy feel that the arms of our 
love aud faith are upholding her. Let us not 
forget toask the guidance of the Holy Spirit for 
her, and the comfort of His preseuce witn her ev- 
ery day inthe delicate and difficult duties which 
are hers.

FITZGERALD'S VICTORY. 


THE END OF THE GREAT GO-AS- 
YOU'PLEASE WaLk. 


The Spirited Efforis of Rowell te Catch up With 
Fitzgeraid—Entbusiasm Growing as the Bnd 
Draws Nesr— Rowell Retires With a Sore 
Hee!— Reeeption Given the Wicner 


New York, May 3.—An immense crowd was 
in attendance at the garden this morning 
drawn thither by the closeness of the contest 
between Fitzgerald and Rowell. The latter had 
been pulling down the former’s lead in a 
masterly way until at 11 o’clock this morring 
Fitzgerald was but five miles ahead of him. 
Witzzerald was the first of the leaders to re- 
tire fora long rest lastnight. He went off 
tHe track at 11:17 p.m. and came back at 
1:20 o’clock this morning. During the early 
bours of the morning he made frequent stop- 
pagesfor rest. He looked like a thoroughly 


tired out man. His shoulders are bent for- 
ward, his movements labored and his 
expression very anxious. His trainers 
said Fitzgerald was drowsy and stiff, but he 
thoaght that those feelings would be worn 
off before long. Rowell rested during the 
night two hours and 44 minutes, and then 
came on the track. From that time up to 
12:30 he was in his house only 58 minutes, 
He was sleepy when he first came on, and 
walked only 12 minutes when he went in for 
55 minutes. On his return he went at his 
work in much fresher style, and at 11:50 was 
making 4 miles an hour, and about 4 laps to 
Fitzgeraid’s 3 He wore a most deter- 
mined expression in his face, his step 
was a little heavy and slow, but was the per- 
fection of grace and elegance when compared 
to Fitzgeraid’s. Panchot, following up his 
wonderful performance of 104 miles on the 
fifth day, stuck to the track during the early 
hours of the morning with pertinacity. Nore- 
mac did not do so well this morning as was 
expected of him. He had the best record of 
the fifth and sixth days. 
FITZGERALD'S LEAD. 
Fitzgera'd braced in the afternoon and for 
a couple of hours maintained his lead. He 
fell off, however, about four p m, and acted 
very groggy. After this Fitzgerald and 
Rowell had frequent spurts, and often passed 
one another. Each man had to take frequent 
resis during these spurts. Rowell stuck to 
the track without intermission during the 
afternoon. a 
Coarley Mitchell, the pugilist, was in his 
hut and showed great interest ia his country- 
roan. He frequently patted Rowell on the 
back and whispered words of encouragement 
to him. At 4:35, tired Elson stopped at the 
scorers stand for: a couple of minutes 
resting. Little Vint came along aod 
encouraged dim to start again. Panchot and 
Heriy frequently went off the track for 
rests. The iatter held to the track under very 
trying circumstances. He wassuffering pain 
that would discourage any butan extremely 
plucky man.

The Spirited EZfforis of Rowell te Catch up With 
Fitzgeraid—Enthusiasm Growing as the Bnd 
Draws Ne+r— Bowell Retires With a Sore 
Hee!—Reeeption Given the Winner 


New York,May3.—An immense crowd was 
in attendance at the garden this morning 
drawn thither by the closeness of the contest 
between Fitzgerald and Rowell. The latter had 
been pulling down the former’s lead in a 
master!y way until at 11 o’clock this morring 
Fitzgerald was but five miles ahead of him. 
Pitzzerald was the first of the leaders to re- 
tire foralongrest lastnight. He went off 
tHe track at 11:17 p.m, and came back at 
1-290 o'clock this morning. During the early 
hours of the morning he made frequent stop- 
pagesfor rest. He looked like a thoroughly 
man. His shoulders are bent for- 
ward, his movements labored and his 
expression very anxious. His -trainers 
said Fitzgerald was drowsy and stiff, but he 
thoaght that those feelings would be worn 
off before jong. Rowell rested during the 
night two hours and 44 minutes, and then 
came on the track. From that time up to 
19:2) he was in his house only 58 minutes, 
He was sleepy when he first came on, and 
‘walked only 12 minutes when he went in for 
55 minutes. On his return he went at his 
work in much fresher style, and at11:350 was 
making 4 miles an hour, and about 4 laps to 
Ki:zgerald’s 3 He wore a most deter- 
mined expression in his face, his step 
was a little heavy and slow, but was the per- 
fection of grace and elegance when compared 
to Fiizgerald’s.

Cheer 
after cheer rent the air, capsand hats were 
in the air, and handkerchiefs were waved by 
the people.

Hehad only been 
out of sight 6 minutes when Rowell pushed 
outon thetrack. Fitzgerald heard of this 
dnd jumped up and immediately went after 
the Englishman, This caused another oat- 
burst of cheers.

EBREATHING SPOTS FOR ATLANTA. 
The rush of our people to Ponce de Leon 

on May-day was phenomenal. It is estimated 


that the Peachtree cars carried nearly 4,000 


people from eight until three o’clock. There 
were four or six large carson each fifteen 
minute schedule, and they were packed to 
suffocation. The Jackson street line was 
taxed to its utmost. The Air-Line was crowd- 
ed, and almost. every vehicle in town was 
putin requisition. 

All this means something. It means that 
Atldnta needs breathing spots. It means 
that thousands of the people sigh for a 
glimpse of groves and trees, a whiff of cool, 
fresh air, a draught of spring water, the 
scent of wild flowers and a loaf in the woods. 
We need parks, convenient and easy of uc- 
cess. The city council should give liberally 
to Grant park—l’eters park being owned bya 
private corporation, will take care of itself. 
An improvement company has been formed 
at West End%hat will still further beautify 

that delightful suburb. The city and county 
authorities should see to it that good streets 
or roads are provided to these various resorts 
as soon as possible. 

There are already enough street car lines 
converging at Ponce de Leon. ‘Iwo separate 
lines run to West End. Peters park will have 
at least two lines. The Metropolitan 
pany has already finished its line to the com- 
etery and will push on to Grant’s park as soon 
as the necessary capital is subscribed, which 
should be done atonec. We shall see every 
line crowded with seekers for fresh air and 
cool shade many asultry day this summer. 
It is the imperative duty of the city and of 
public spirited citizenstosee to it that breath- 
ing places are offered for our crowded popu- 

lation and that cheap and abundant cars are 
provided to carry the public to and fro.

ATLANTA AT NEW ORLEANS. 
Tre Constitution some time ago suggested 
that the manufacturers of Atlanta make a 
collective exhibit of their works atthe ap- 
proaching exposition in New Orleans. 

It was our idea then that the exhibit could 
be made in the main building of the exposi- 
tion. The managers of the exposition ob- 
jected to this, however, and the scheme was 
abandoned. It was then proposed that 
Atianta should erect a special building and 
make her collective exhibit anyhow. Mr. 
Barna, our commissioner, secured a place 
for Atlanta and came home to report what 
he had done. 

We must confess that we were not espec- 
ially struck with the idea of a separate build- 
ing for Atlanta.

$500 and many others have subscribed $100 
each. 

We cheerfully waive the doubts we have 
entertained on this question, and will co-op- 
erate to the best of our ability in the move- 
ment for a special building. We are tor 
Atlanta, and wherever she starts weare with 
her. Our good city depends more on her 
manufaotures than on anything else. It is 
her shops and‘bher factories that must make 
ormarherfuture. As they grow she will 
grew, and if they do not grow she must 
stand still with them. Anything that tends, 

herefore, to advance the interests of our 
manufactures should meet the hearty and 
promptsupport of our people at large.

Since 
the collec:ion at Triaity church, we learu that the 
covgregation will raise their assessmeut for home 
missions in addition to the three thousand dollars, 
aud probably add something to that amount for 
foreign missions. It is worthy of note that the 
church that has jast given the jargest amountevcr 
yet raised by one congregation of southern Method- 
ism for foreigu missions, is the same that has on its 
hands one of the Jargest and most expensive sys- 
tems for the care and training. and relief of the 
poor of the city.—Wesleyap Christian Advocate.
